The  principle  wee 
carried  ont  in  all  other  ooluoies  ;  in  Aus- 
tralia there  was  a  tax  of  $60  per  bead  on  ar- 
riving, and  820  a  year  afterwards.  China* 
men  did  not  contribute  towards  tbe  revenue  ; 
tbey  paid  no  taxes,  contnmed  nothing  but 
rice,  Ac.,  and  took  all  tbe  gold  they  got  away 
from  tbe  country. 

— Dr.  Uelmekea  bad  liardiy  suppoaad  that 
tbe  bon.  gentleman  waa  in  earneat  in  bring- 
ing up  this  motion.
